Peffer's Currency Scheme. 


Brief mention has been made of Mr. 


Peffer's latest bill, but brief mention can 
hardly do justice to it. 


Its title is "A bill to advance learning, 


the arts and sciences and promote the 
general welfare by founding a college of 
scientific learning in the District of Co- 
lumbia." The bill consists of 19 sec- 
tions. 


The first provides for a department of 


education under the control of a secre- 
tary of education. The second provides 
for the construction within three years 
m the District of Columbia of a college 
of scientific learning, in which shall be 
taught all the classical and professional 
studies and arts and sciences necessary 
to give students a knowledge of the 
highest courses appertaining to such ed- 
ucation and learning. 


Another section appropriates $20,000,- 


000 for the cost of constructing the col- 
lege and providing it with the necessary 
appliances. The eighth section appro- 
priates $800,000,000 to be carried to the 
credit of the fund, the interest thereof 
to be applied monthly. The fourteenth 
section provides for the purchase of 
aluminium for coinage of the currency 
to the amount of the appropriation. 
The coins are to be 1, 5,10, 25 and 50 
cents, and $1, $5, $10, $20 (and multiples 
of $20). This currency is to be the legal 
tender for all debts, public and private. 
—Washington Dispatch. 


Longest Track Laying This Tear. 


The longest stretch of track laying 


done thus far this year has just been 
completed by the Minneapolis, St. Paul 
and Sault Ste. Marie company in the 
extension of its line from Cathay, N. D., to 
Sterling, on the international boundary, 
a distance of 182.4 miles, all ironed since 
last spring. At the boundary line con- 
nection is made with a branch of the 
Canadian Pacific, now building from a 
point west of Regina, about 160 miles 
long, which will be completed in Sep- 
tember, thus making the Soo line an im- 
portant part of a new route from St. 
Paul and Minneapolis to the Pacific 
coast, and inaugurating a competing 
line which may greatly disturb existing 
conditions. No work of railway build- 
ing in 1893 is likely to be more 
far- 


reaching in its effects than that which 
virtually extends the Canadian Pacific 
system to the Mississippi river.—Bail- 
way Age.

when it WUH iii power, and doubtless 
had the effect of prejudicing many 
people against the party that adopted 
and practiced the autocratic system. 


Now the positions of the Republican 


and Democratic parties are reversed. 
Tho Democrata are in the ascendency 
at \Va ihiugton and in a majority of the 
State.-. Under such conditions it might 
reasonably bo expected that carpetbag- 
gory would not bo heard of only as a 
tiling i>t the past. It was not to be 
supposed for u moment that a party 
would adopt, when in power, a princi- 
ple which it condemned when in a, 
minority. 
Tho opinion was, therefore, 


general that under a Democratic Ad- 
ministration only citizens of a State 
would be appointed to offices m the 
rttute. Kvouts at Washington prove 
how erroneous impressions and beliefs 
regarding political parties are at times. 
A gentleman from Indiana has been 
appointed to the Western Hhoshone 
Indian Agency in northarn Elko, and a 
gentleman from Delaware to the Ne- 
vada Agency at Pyramid Lake, in this 
county.

them, only three Democrats, Hill and 
Murphy oi1 New York and Martin of 
Kansas, dissf-ntiug. 


Voorhofn of Indiana, who has had as 


much to say agaiii&t carpotbaggism, 
when it was one of the principles of 
the Republican party, as, any public 
man in tho country, advocated the con- 
firmation ot the nominees on tho 
ground that fndiau Agents are national 
in their character, but the &uino argu- 
ment could bo advanced in support of 
all ''odoral appointments. 


The imported agents are doubtless 


reputable citizens and most likely, as 
bocumo Deni'irraU before Wall Street 
dictated tho policy of tho parly, ex- 
pressed Uioir disapproval of carpet- 
baggism. They arc, however, ignorant 
of the customs and character of the 
tndiantt. They know little, if anything, 
of the poculiaritios and prejudices of 
the red man or tho most feasible and 
practical methods of civilizing him, 
audit 'loos not tlotivict from their in- 
tegrity or ability to .say that jnst as 
honest and just us competent persons 
could be found among tho citizens of 
Nevada, and that it would bo more in 
accord with die home rule declarations 
of tho Democracy to appoint such per- 
sons to ollices w i f h i u the State.

polo and from the lakes to the Bocky 
mountains id a vast ertent of country 
crossed by no mountain chains to inter- 
cept or retard the velocity of air cur- 
rents. 
The extent of this country is equaled 


by none ou earth. Cold air Jjeing heav- 
ier to the square inch than warm air, 
the cold air, when coming in contact 
with a warm current from the south, al- 
ways predominates, forcing the warm 
air into the upper currents. 


The cause of cyclones is the meeting 


xf a head wind from the north with a 
head wind from the south. They meet 
ike two vast armies of men. 


The pressure at the point of meeting is 
o great that the air, by compression, 
becomes heavier to the square inch than 
wood or the human body, hence either 
>ne will float in the same manner that 
wood will float in water—it floats be- 
cause it is lighter to the square inch 
han water. 
Place water in an ordinary washbowl 


ind remove the plug, and it will be ob- 
ierved that in passing out the water 
'orms a circular reaction. Air being a 
iquid does the same in passing either 
npward or downward, hence the funnel 
shaped spout of the cyclone center. 


When two immense bodies of air com- 


ng from opposite directions meet, the 
only egress is upward and sideways, and 
n passing upward it forms the funnel 
;he same as water passing out of a wash 
jowl downward. 


The theory that a cyclone forms a 


vacuum is absurd. Withdraw air from 
a glass jar with an air pump and a f eath- 
ir within the vacuum formed will drop 
with the same velocity as lead, or, on the 
other hand, you can compress air until it 
.s heavier to the square inch than wood, 
in which case wood will float in the air. 


The lifting power of a cyclone ia 


caused first by the compression or 
density of the air, and second by its ve- 
locity. Combining the power of density 
with that of velocity, which occurs at 
the center or funnel, no power can re- 
sist it. Tho feeling of suffocation or diffi- 
culty in breathing when near the track 
of a cyclone is caused from the compres- 
sion of air.—Minneapolis Tribune.

Novel Block Signal System. 


The Weehawken tunnel of the West 


Shore railway in New Jersey, which is 
4,200 feet in length, has a novel block 
iigTual system. The arrangement con- 
sibta of a line of incandescent electric 
lampb about 300 feet apart and placed 
on a lovel with the eye of the engine 
driver. When the lamps are all alight, 
it is an indication of safety. Each train 
passing through extinguishes the lamps 
for a distance of 1,100 feet in its rear, a 
result which is automatically effected 
by nn electrically connected track cir- 
cv.\t, whereby the lamps are kept under 
the continuous control of the train. The 
operators in the signal towers at each 
end of the tunnel can also extinguish the 
lights in any section of the tunnel if oc- 
casion reqxiires. This system appears to 
embody a number of exceedingly valu- 
able features, and if successful in prac- 
tice cannot but increase the traffic ca- 
pacity of a long tunnel largely beyond 
that •which is possible by the methods of 
signaling heretofore in use.—Engineer- 
ing Magazine.
